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1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it does not correspond to the claimed 
invention as in the instant application. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 8, 20, 26-29, 31, 32, 35, 42, 54, 60-63, 65 and 66 
of U.S. Patent No. 6,631,133. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because by interpreting the "set-up signaling" as the claimed 
"telecommunication signaling", the "processing system" as the claimed "signaling processor", 
the "identifier" as the claimed "routing information", and the "interworking unit" as the claimed 
"communication unit", the claims 1, 8, 20, 26-29, 31, 32, 35, 42, 54, 60-63, 65 and 66 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,631,133 claimed the same invention as the claims 1-20 of the instant application. 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s).
